direct, which will be circulated on an 
increased scale this year. The cched- 
ule is a very simple one, calling; only 
for the areas sown to ficld crops and 
the numbers of farm animals alive on 
the farm in mid-June. Upon the re- 
sulting estimates of total areas 
are based the preiminary, provisional 
and final estimates of yield, which are 
of supreme importance in connection 
with the movement, financing, dis- 
tribution and sale of the 
cereals, especially of wheat, of which 
Canada is the world's 
exporter,
